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The  house  illustrated  on  the  cover  of  this  Annual  Report  is 
now  owned  and  occupied  by  Frederick  H.  and  Winifred  B.  Lane 
and  is  situated  on  Scott  Road  hard  by  the  Oakham-New  Braintree 
line.  It  is  an  example  of  a  Cape  Cod  house  with  a  large 
central  fireplace  with  two  side  ovens. 

In  one  of  the  rooms  a  ring  has  been  worn  in  the  floor  where, 
it  is  reputed,  one  of  the  long-ago  owners  made  barrels. 

History  does  not  record  the  exact  date  of  construction  of 
the  house  but  it  was  probably  built  in  the  last  half  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  making  it  one  of  the  oldest  houses  in 
town.  It  has  been  reported  that  John  Rich,  Jr.  lived  there 
from  1775  until  1784  but  it  is  not  known  if  he  lived  in  the 
present  house. 

Over  the  years  the  property  has  changed  hands  many  times. 
Jonas  Clark  of  Boston  sold  100  acres  in  Lot  30  to  James  Craige 
of  Sudbury  in  1748.  Owners  of  record  since  then  have  been 
Daniel  Stone,  Josiah  Stone,  Katherine  Upham,  John  Rich,  John 
Rich,  Jr.,  James  Richmond,  John  Parker,  John  Powers,  Moses 
Holman,  Patrick  Gaffney,  Mike  Gaffney,  James  Scott,  Dr. 
Northbridge. 

Charles  Morse  bought  the  property  from  Dr.  Robert  Northbridge 
in  1929  and  sold  it  to  Ralph  Gow,  then  president  of  Norton  Co. , 
in  1941.  In  1946  Gow  then  sold  it  to  the  Lanes  who  have  loved 
it  ever  since. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  proud  to  present  herewith  the  reports 
of  the  several  officers,  Boards  and  Committees  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
1985,  covering  the  period  from  July  1,  1984  to  June  30,  1985. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  weekly,  Monday  evenings,  to  approve 
expenditures  of  officers  and  departments,  make  appointments  of 
personnel  within  our  jurisdiction,  and  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  Town. 

We  were  pleased  to  appoint  a  Veterans  Memorial  Committee  to 
study  the  cost  and  types  of  memorials  available  for  Memorial 
Hall  commemorating  especially  the  veterans  of  World  War  II,  the 
Korean  V/ar  and  the  Vietnam  War.  We  also  appointed  a  committee 
to  begin  planning  and  fund  raising  in  anticipation  of  Oakham’s 
225th  birthday  in  1987. 

EXiring  the  year  the  Highway  Department  Salt  Shed  was  built  with 
funds  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works, 
insulation  was  installed  in  the  attic  of  the  Town  Hall,  and 
ceiling  fans  were  installed  in  Memorial  Hall. 

Our  health  insurance  program  was  expanded  to  provide  coverage 
under  Central  Massachusetts  Health  Care  as  well  as  the  Blue  Cross/ 
Blue  Shield.  Workers  Compensation  coverage  was  changed  to  Workers 
Interlocal  Insurance  Association  which  promises  a  reduction  in 
cost.  For  BC/BS  coverage  we  joined  a  group  consisting  of  the 
Quabbin  Regional  School  District  and  member  towns  under  the 
aegis  of  Insurance  Cost  Control,  Inc.  which  also  promises  a 
reduction  in  cost. 

Cooperative  purchasing  of  supplies  was  investigated  with 
surrounding  towns  and  school  districts  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Central  Massachusetts  Planning  Commission  but,  although 
substantial  savings  are  possible,  there  appeared  little  interest 
by  other  towns. 

The  GM  suit  over  breakdown  of  the  fire  truck  transmission  is 
still  pending.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  also  brought  legal  action 
to  stop  the  Planning  Board's  approval  of  a  lot  on  Parmenter  Road 
with  less  than  the  frontage  required  by  the  Zoning  By-Law. 

The  legal  action  was  dropped  in  what  the  Board  considered  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town  even  though  convinced  the  approval 
of  the  lot  was  a  violation  of  the  By-Law. 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen  had  the  pleasant  task  of  delivering 
Poinsettias  just  before  Christmas  to  37  Oakhain  citizens,  an 
increase  of  four  over  1984.  May  they  enjoy  many  more  years  of 
Poinsettias . 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  the  many  citizens  of  Oakham 
who  helped  keep  the  Town  operating  smoothly,  for  their  time 
and  devotion  to  duty  under  sometimes  trying  conditions  and 
with  little  monetary  or  no  recompense.

About  half  of  the  licenses  issued  each  year  are  through  the 
mail  and  those  issued  at  the  Annual  Rabies  Clinic  (co-sponsored 
by  the  Boards  of  Health  and  Dog  Officers  of  Oakham  and  New 
Braintree  and  alternate  between  the  two  towns’  Fire  Stations).

MONTHS  OF  AGE.

The  dog  tag,  which  is  given  with  the  license,  is  important  in 
helping  to  find  a  lost  pet,  or  in  identifying  the  owner  of  a 
stray  dog.  Strays  or  lost  dogs  should  be  reported  to  the  Dog 
Officer  (882-3031)  or  Assistant  Dog  Officer  (882-5270)  as  soon 
as  possible.  Duplicate  dog  tags,  to  replace  lost  or  worn  out 
tags,  can  be  made  up  by  the  Town  Clerk  upon  request  and  are  FREE! 

The  Dog  Officer  charges  board  for  all  dogs  that  he  picks  up 
and  has  to  care  for.  If  your  dog  is  not  licensed  and  he /she 
is  picked  up  by  the  Dog  Officer,  the  Dog  Officer  will  charge 
you  board  for  the  dog  for  the  number  of  days  he  has  custody. 

He  will  also  insist  that  you  show  proof  of  license  before  he 
will  release  the  dog  to  you.

A  standing  vote  was  taken  with  Robert  Lundquist  and  Bruce 
Rochette  acting  as  constables.

The  article  was  Tabled. 

ARTICLE  III:  It  was  voted  that  the  money  needed  for  up¬ 
dating  the  assessor's  records  be  taken  frcxn  the  Assessor's 
present  budget  and  that  this  article  be  passed  over. 

The  Finance  Comnittee  recommended  the  above  motion  and  the 
final  oral  vote  was  unanimous. 
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ARTICLE  IV:  It  was  voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  $214.00 
frcm  the  Reserve  Fund  to  pay  the  late  bill  to  the  Wachusett 
Home  Health  Agency. 

This  article  was  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  and 
unanimously  approved  by  an  oral  vote. 

ARTICLE  V:  It  was  voted  for  the  Town  to  appropriate  $3,000.00 
from  Free  Cash  to  establish  a  revolving  account  for  the  use 
of  the  225th  Anniversary  Committee,  William  Dermody,  Treasurer, 
and  Linda  Leppanen,  co-endorsees. 

ARTICLE  VI:  It  was  voted  that  the  town  NOT  approve  and  accept 
Shore  Drive,  Pine  Lane  and  Oak  Lane,  private  streets  located 
in  Lakeside  Grove,  as  shown  in  Planbook  109,  plan  11,  as  public 
ways. 

This  article  was  not  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee 
until  the  ways  meet  the  specifications  for  roads.  There 
was  much  discussion  on  this  article.  It  was  brought  up  that 
in  1963  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  funds  to  maintain  and 
service  such  roads,  but  Wes  Dwelly,  Highway  Superintendent, 
pointed  out  that  such  funds  have  never  separately  been 
appropriated. 

Several  voters  who  live  in  that  area,  Arthur  Tucker,  Betty 
Fargnoli,  and  Keith  McKeen  pointed  out  that  they  have  been 
plowed  and  sanded  all  along,  but  they  just  want  to  make  sure 
that  it  will  continue.

on  the  official  ballot.  The  meeting  shall  be  adjourned  until 
7:30  p.m.  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  of  each  year  at  which 
time  the  Annual  Meeting  for  the  transaction  of  other  business 
shall  be  held. 

This  was  an  unanimous  vote  in  favor  of  the  article.  The  vote 
was  done  orally. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  It  was  moved  that  the  Town  appropriate  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $5,872  to  pay  a  Fiscal  1984  bill  from 
the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind  for  tuition. 

This  article  was  not  recanmended  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  article  passed  with  an  unanimous  oral  vote. 

Norman  Drolet,  Police  Chief,  made  a  motion  that  Article  II  be 
taken  from  the  table.  Much  discussion  over  the  legality  of 
this  motion  took  place.

A  quorum  being  present,  the  special  town  meeting  of  June  27, 

1985  was  called  to  order  at  7:31  p.m.  by  Moderator,  Lionel  Lajoie. 

ARTICLE  1.  -  Police  Chief  Norman  Drolet  moved  that  the  Town

Department  account  to  cover  bills  incurred  over  budget. 

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  approve  of  the  above  motion  because 
they  felt  town  departments  should  be  more  careful  in  budgeting. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  a  request  for  secret  ballot  was 
made  and  seconded. 

Eva  Grimes  and  Bradford  Taylor  were  appointed  wardens  and 
passed  out  and  assisted  in  the  vote  count. 

The  above  motion  passed  with  36  Yes  votes  and  11  No  votes.

The  Finance  Committee  did  not  recommend  this.  According  to 
Hazel  Young,  chairman  of  the  committee,  "We  hate  to  see  8  members 
of  town  boards  not  be  able  to  reach  a  decision  without  going  to 
court... in  years  past  we  sat  down  and  settled  our  differences." 
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Over  an  hour  was  spent  in  discussion  of  not  only  this  article 
but  the  issue  that  brought  this  case  to  this  stage.  The 
consensus  of  the  voters  present  was  that  they  did  not  want  to 
pay  for  this  problem  to  go  to  court,  but  would  rather  see  an 
attempt  made  at  ironing  out  the  problem.  The  original  motion 
was  passed  over. 

Thomas  Whitehead,  of  East  Hill  Road  made  a  motion  that  "The 
moderator,  Lionel  Lajoie,  within  5  days,  appoint  a  mediation 
board  of  3  members.  Said  mediation  board  will  meet  with  the 
planning  board  and  board  of  selectmen  to  help  solve  the  "Two- 
lot  Subdivision  on  Parmenter  Road"  issue."  This  was  seconded 
and  unanimously  approved. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:02  p.m.

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1984  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  year  has  been  the  busiest  year  ever  for  the  Police 
Department.  Population  has  increased  as  well  as  traffic 
which  increases  Police  work.  I  strongly  recommend  a  full 
time  man  for  the  coming  year. 

All  phases  of  Police  work  have  increased  drastically,  drugs 
are  rapidly  becoming  a  serious  problem  in  Oakham,  we  made  a 
sizeable  drug  raid  on  a  hc«ne  in  town,  arresting  the  occupant 
and  confiscating  $100,000.00  worth  of  drugs  and  $39,000.00  in 
cash  that  was  drug  money.  This  amount  of  cash  amounts  to 
T\'/ICE  the  annual  budget  of  the  Police  Department.’ 

We  are  using  our  new  ambulance  and  are  in  the  process  of 
obtaining  a  Class  ffl  license.  This  type  of  license  will  allow 
us  to  charge  insurance  companies  for  the  use  of  this  vehicle. 

We  hope  to  make  our  Police  Rescue  self  supporting  and  not 
require  any  tov/n  funding.  We  have  already  had  several  donations. 
All  E.M.T.’s  continue  their  education  and  training,  some  of 
the  subjects  covered  were  Mass  Casualties,  C.P.R.  re-certification, 
15  hours  hospital  emergency  room  work,  burn  treatment  and  using 
our  new  K.  Med  back  board. 

Police  Academy  Training  was  attended  by  Police  Officers 
(40  hours)  and  all  Police  Officers  were  certified  in  the  use 
of  firearms. 

Again  we  v/ish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  outstanding 
cooperation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

The  Fire  Department  has  been  busy  training  scxne  new  members 
in  pumping,  ladder  rescue,  self  contained  breathing  and  auto 
extrication,  in  addition  to  working  to  maintain  the  present 
equipment . 

Hurricane  Gloria  caused  minimal  damage  in  town  but  the 
firefighters  manned  the  station  continuously  for  27  hours. 

The  emergency  generator  system  provided  heat  and  lights  for 
those  townspeople  seeking  refuge  from  the  storm  as  well  as 
supporting  radio  communications  for  the  dispatchers  to  work 
with  the  police,  highway  and  fire  personnel  who  were  out  during 
the  storm  clearing  the  roads  for  emergencies. 


The  Tank  Truck  Study  Ccanmittee  has  completed  their  job 
after  three  years  of  research  pertaining  to  the  best  course 
of  action  for  the  town  to  take  to  replace  the  present  tank 
truck  v/hich  is  deteriorating  badly.  This  committee  will  present 
its  report  at  the  annual  town  meeting  and  requests  everyone’s 
support  in  this  matter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


Maintenance  of  all  roads  using  Town  funds  was  carried  on 
in  the  usual  manner.  State  funds  were  used  primarily  for 
road  mix  and  seal  coating  on  State  designated  primary  roads. 

In  addition  to  road  maintenance  the  Department  mowed 
lawns  at  the  Center  School,  Town  Common,  and  Wright  Park. 

A  considerable  amount  of  our  time  was  used  to  prepare  the 
site  of  the  new  salt  shed;  consisting  of  tree  cutting,  grubing, 
graveling,  and  grading.  After  completion  of  the  salt  shed  in 
May  a  bituminous  pad  was  installed.  This  facility  is  now 
certified  for  storage  of  winter  chemicals.

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DOG  OFFICE  REPORT  JULY  1,  1984  -  JUNE  30,  1985 


The  past  twelve  months  has  seen  great  progress  for  the  Dog 
Officer  Department.  In  July  we  received  the  Police  Department’s 
old  ambulance  to  use  for  responding  to  dog  calls.  When  completed 
the  van  will  be  partitioned  to  hold  2  dogs,  as  well  as  a  portable 
cage  for  picking  up  cats,  and  compartments  to  store  supplies. 

We  are  also  in  the  process  of  rebuilding  the  dog  kennel.  The 
old  kennel  was  rotting  and  infested  with  ticks  as  well  as  being 
a  breeding  ground  for  mosquitoes.  The  new  kennel  is  on  a  cement 
slab,  thereby  providing  a  more  sanitary  area  to  house  the  dogs. 
The  kennel  will  also  have  a  small  shed,  which  will  be  partitioned 
inside  to  hold  2  dogs,  as  well  as 'a  small  area  for  cats  and 
equipment . 

Almost  100  hours  of  labor  has  been  put  into  both  of  these 
projects,  so  far,  all  of  which  has  been  donated  to  the  Town 
by  the  Casault  family  (children  included). 

As  stated  in  the  summary  which  follows,  the  Dog  Officer 
Department  has  also  handled  calls  concerning  porcupines,  fox 
and  geese  as  well  as  the  usual  dogs  and  cats. 

Once  again  we  must  remind  you  that  the  Town  of  Oakham  does 
have  a  dog  restraining  by-law.  All  dogs  are  to  be  restrained 
or  under  supervision  between  the  hours  of  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  and 
if  found  to  be  a  public  nuisance  they  will  be  picked  up  by 
the  dog  officer. 

All  dogs  over  the  age  of  3  months  must  be  licensed  by  April  1. 
If  you  care  enough  about  your  dog,  protect  him  and  protect 
yourself  by  getting  him  a  license.  It  takes  all  of  5  minutes 
to  stop  in  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or  to  send  a  check  in 
the  mail  for  a  dog  license.  Five  minutes  isn't  too  much  time 
to  ask  to  spend  on  man's  best  friend.

REPORT  OF 

CENTRAL  MASSACHUSETTS  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


In  serving  as  Chairman  for  the  past  two  years,  I  have 
enjoyed  the  support  and  assistance  of  Commission  delegates, 
local  officials  and  staff  in  what  continues  to  be  a  building 
period  for  CMRPC.  Despite  a  continued  decline  in  Federal 
funds,  the  Commission  and  staff  managed  a  budget  and  work 
program  this  year  that  exceeded  the  previous  year. 

Our  area  has  recently  been  the  focus  of  a  great  deal  of 
growth  and  developnent .  Almost  everywhere  in  the  region  the 
evidence  of  new  building  and  change  is  clearly  visible. 
Communities  must  be  prepared  to  absorb  this  new  development 
with  the  least  amount  of  impact  on  governmental  services  and 
the  quality  of  life. 

During  FY  1984-85,  the  Commission  demonstrated  its  ability 
to  meet  this  challenge  through  the  delivery  of  several  planning 
programs.  At  the  top  of  the  list  was  the  initiation  of  a 
major  transportation  study  of  Route  9  intended  to  examine 
alternatives  for  relieving  traffic  congestion  by  controlling 
development  in  the  corridor  corranunities  of  Worcester, 
Shrewsbury,  Northborough  and  Westborough.  The  Commission's 
Town  Planning  Grant  program  also  continued  to  flourish  with 
land  use,  apartment  and  open  space  issues  addressed  in  four 
more  towns. 
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On  another  front,  staff  with  the  assistance  of  a  state  grant 
is  investigating  methods  to  insure  the  protection  of  municipal 
groundwater  supplies  through  improved  septage  disposal 
management  practices.  And  lastly,  the  Commission  this  year 
used  additional  monies  from  its  fund  balance  to  assist 
canmunities  further  with  land  use  regulation  issues  through 
its  Local  Planning  Assistance  program.  This  and  more  was 
acconplished  to  help  the  region  prepare  for  a  new  era  of 
growth. 

While  on  the  surface  CMRPC’s  future  appears  bright,  under¬ 
neath  there  is  cause  for  concern.  The  Reagan  Administration's 
lack  of  financial  support  for  regionalism  has  made  it 
increasingly  difficult  to  devote  the  Commission's  limited 
resources  to  the  ever  rising  number  of  areawide  problems. 

If  the  Commission  is  to  continue  to  meet  its  legislative 
purposes,  it  will  require  a  substantial  commitment  of  funding 
from  the  State.  I  am  hopeful  that  the  Governor,  state  agency 
officials  and  the  legislature  will  recognize  our  needs  and 
support  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Regional  Planning 
Agencies'  efforts  to  obtain  state-aid  for  regional  planning. 

This  I  believe  is  the  challenge  to  the  Commission  and  its 
member  communities  for  the  coming  years.

JUNE  1985 


School  year  ’84  -  ’85  was  one  of  innovation,  development 
and  change  for  the  Oakham  Center  School.  Our  year  began 
with  the  creation  of  "Project  FAST",  with  FAST  representing 
"Friday  Afternoon  Special  Time". 

Project  FAST  was  created  by  our  First  Grade  Teacher,  Cathy 
Romeo,  as  a  means  of  supplementing  the  regular  curriculum 
with  activites  that  relate  to  the  Arts.  The  project  recruits 
community  volunteers  that  are  skilled  in  various  areas  of  the 
arts.  These  volunteers  run  skill  workshops  for  the  students 
of  grades  one  and  two  every  Friday  afternoon.  The  children 
participated  in  each  area  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks  before 
presenting  the  school  and  parents  with  a  display  of  newly 
created  projects  and  learned  skills.  The  project  created 
a  new  link  of  communication  between  parents  and  school  and 
provided  the  children  with  a  worthwhile  "Friday  Afternoon 
Special  Time". 

The  students  of  grades  three,  four  and  five  participated  in 
a  special  project  of  their  own,  "History  and  Writing".  This 
project,  under  the  direction  of  Fourth/Fifth  Grade  Teacher 
Helen  Leonard,  utilized  the  resources  of  Old  Sturbridge  Village. 
The  children  were  visited  in  school  by  several  "travelers"  from 
the  1830’ s.  They  discussed  with  the  students  the  style  of 
communities,  way  of  life  and  occupations  of  the  1830 ’s.  The 
students  then  traveled  to  Old  Sturbridge  Village  where  they, 
for  a  day,  became  characters  of  the  village  in  1830.  The 
final  activity  of  this  project  was  "Family  Day".  This  was  a 
day  where  family  and  friends  were  invited  to  visit  the  village 
to  view  the  canpleted  projects.  Oakham’s  projects  consisted 
of  a  slide  show  and  narration,  diaries  of  each  student,  and 
a  small  newspaper  of  the  times. 

Grade  six  continued  with  "Project  Cape  Cod".  The  students 
raised  $2000.00  to  fund  the  May  trip  which  sends  the  sixth 
grade  to  Camp  Monomoy  in  Brewster  for  one  week.  The  twenty-one 
students  that  participated  this  year,  along  with  staff 
representatives  Helen  Bechan  and  Pat  Skowyra,  came  home  excited, 
exhausted,  and  full  of  new  knowledge  concerning  the  ocean 
environment. 
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Our  Kindergarten  teacher,  Betty  Muir,  effectively  implemented 
the  new  "Early  Prevention  of  School  Failures  Program".  This 
program  seeks  to  identify  the  weakest  and  strongest  learning 
styles  of  each  Kindergarten  child.  A  program  of  development 
is  then  created  for  each  child  with  emphasis  upon  improving 
the  child’s  performance.  Mrs. Muir  directed  twelve  volunteers 
on  a  twice  weekly  basis.  The  parent  response  and  teacher 
evaluation  would  indicate  that  the  program  was  a  success. 

Our  computer  program  continued  to  expand  this  year  with  the 
formal  development  of  a  computer  curriculum  for  grades  1-6. 

The  students  of  grades  one  and  two  received  formal  conputer 
class  twice  each  month.  The  students  of  grades  three  -  six 
received  formal  computer  class  once  each  week.  The  emphasis 
of  the  curriculum  is  upon  basic  programming  skills,  knowledge 
of  equipment  ^nd  function,  and  word  processing. 

All  of  the  special  programs  developed  this  year  will  be 
continued  for  the  coming  year.  The  Staff  will  keep  trying  to 
create  new  and  innovative  approaches  to  education  that  benefit 
children.  The  support  that  we  receive  from  the  parents  and 
community  make  it  possible  for  us  to  continue  this  type  of 
approach  to  education. 

The  Parents  Advisory  Council  took  an  active  role  in  the 
operation  of  the  school  this  year.  The  PAC  served  as  a  sounding 
board  for  several  curriculum  decision.  Regionalization,  and 
developnent  of  a  long  range  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the 
playground  area.  Membership  in  the  PAC  is  open  to  any  parent 
of  a  child  in  the  Oakham  Center  School.  Parents  are  encouraged 
to  become  involved  in  this,  our  own,  local  organization. 

The  coming  year  will  find  us  making  several  changes.  The 
Staff  and  School  Committee  have  adopted  a  new  report  card  system 
for  grades  1-6  and  have  established  release  time  days  for  the 
purpose  of  Parent /Teacher  Conferences.  School  Union  ^63  has 
been  dissolved  and  replaced  with  the  Quabbin  Regional  K-12 
School  District.  Our  local  school  committee  of  three  members 
has  been  replaced  by  two  members  on  the  regional  board  and  the 
creation  of  Local  Affairs  committee.  The  Administration  and 
Staff  of  the  school  will  make  every  effort  to  ensure  that  the 
changes  are  successful  and  smooth. 
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As  we  look  forward  to  the  changes  of  the  future  there  is  a 
special  change  that  has  taken  place  at  the  Oakham  Center  School. 
Our  Sixth  Grade  Teacher  of  the  past  eleven  years,  Mark  Steina, 
will  not  be  with  us  next  year.  Mark  has  provided  the  students 
of  Oakham  with  a  special  experience  that  will  not  easily  be 
duplicated.  Staff,  students  and  pjarents  will  miss  Mr.  Steina. 

V/e  all  wish  him  success  in  his  new  endeavors. 

The  Staff  and  Students  of  the  Oakham  Center  School  thank  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  for  the  support  and  encouragement  that  the 
School  has  received.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  198A-1985 

During  the  1984-85  sch-ool  year,  the  Review  and  Reform 
Committee  composed  of  teachers,  students,  parents,  school 
committee  members  and  administrators  spent  an  inordinate 
number  of  hours  reviewing  and  evaluating  the  instmctional 
programs  offered  to  students  in  grades  7-12.  Although  such 
an  intensive  review  of  curricular  offerings  had  been  spurred 
by  the  release  of  several  national  reports  that  focused  upon 
the  quality  of  public  education,  the  results  of  the  Review 
and  Reform  Committee's  efforts  far  exceeded  in  import,  the 
initial  impetus  for  the  work  of  the  committee. 

Specifically,  the  Review  and  Reform  Committee  studied, 
evaluated  and  modified  the  educational  requirements  each  student 
must  fulfill  prior  to  graduation.  In  short,  the  Review  and 
Reform  Committee  structured  and  instructional  progression  that 
can  most  assuredly  ensure,  not  only  that  each  student  has  the 
opportunity  to  reach  his/her  maximum  potential,  but  that  each 
student  leaves  high  school  with  a  soui:?d  basis  in  all  core 
curicular  areas. 

Complimenting  these  efforts  to  strengthen  and  improve  upon 
traditional  educational  progratms  offered  to  Quabbin  students, 
Quabbin  once  again  assumed  a  leadership  role  in  the  establishment 
and  reinforcement  of  strong  positive  health  education  values. 
Specific  health  education  programs  directed  toward  our  young 
people  were  organized  and  sponsored.  In  addition.  Governor 
Dukakis  spent  time  at  Quabbin  discussing  with  students  the  need 
to  make  v/ise  decisions  relative  to  the  use  of  drugs  and  alcohol. 


The  1984-85  school  year  was  also  a  year  in  which  there  was  a 
continued  emphasis  on  educational  excellence.  Such  a  focus 
encouraged  and  recognized  the  personal  achievements  of  both 
students  and  faculty.  For  example,  four  students  received 
letters  of  commendations  for  achieving  outstanding  scores  on 
the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (S.A.T.);  William  Gauld,  a  science 
teacher  at  Quabbin,  was  named  the  Outstanding  Conservation  Teacher 
in  Massachusetts  by  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society;  students 
in  the  class  of  1985  were  awarded  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  to  continue  their  education  from  various  colleges  and 
universities;  four  students  from  Quabbin 's  well  respected  music 
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program  received  national  recognition  for  music  achievement; 
and  two  of  Quabbin’s  athletic  teams  captured  district  titles. 
Unfortunately,  one  cannot  list  each  and  every  accomplishment, 
but  suffice  it  is  to  say,  Quabbin  students  have  had  a  year 
colored  with  achievement. 

This  school  year  v/as  also  inarked  by  efforts  of  school  officials 
to  survey  public  opinion  in  an  attempt  to  answer  the  question: 

V/hat  should  students  be  taught  in  schools?  Results  of  the 
community’s  response  to  this  survey  will  be  used  to  ensure  that 
the  public's  view  of  educational  needs  is  considered  in  all 
aspects  of  educational  planning.  No  doubt  the  information 
gleaned  from  this  public  assessment  will  provide  us  with  the 
impetus  to  continue  to  develop  a  school  program  that  will  challenge 
and  encourage  each  student  to  reach  his/her  full  potential. 

Although  much  has  been  accomplished,  it  is  little  when  compared 
to  the  work  that  lies  ahead.  The  next  academic  year  will  require 
each  of  us  to  continue  to  commit  time,  energy  and  financial 
resources  to  the  community's  schools.  Such  commitment  will  be 
made  again  as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  and  again,  the  young  people 
of  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  shall  be  the  recipients 
of  our  efforts  and  then  a  source  of  our  pride. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  recognize  the  time  and  effort  of 
the  individuals  who  comprise  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District 
Committee.  These  people  have  repeatedly  demonstrated  an  ability 
to  be  sensitive  to  economic  realities  while  at  the  same  time 
never  losing  sight  of  their  primary  responsibility  which  is  the 
delivery  of  a  strong  and  meaningful  educational  program  to  the 
students  of  the  member  towns.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  as  a 
staff  to  work  for  towns  which  support  educational  excellence 
and  for  a  school  ccxnrnittee  who  is  committed  to  providing  the 
leadership  necessary  to  support  our  pursuit  of  excellence.

UNION  #63/QUABBIN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT  j 

The  1984-85  school  year  for  the  individual  school  systems  in  I 

the  Union  ^63  and  Quabbin  Regional  District  are  best  reported  ] 

by  the  acconpanying  school  reports  by  each  of  the  five  school  ] 

principals.  I 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  and  energy  of  this  superintendent 
and  numerous  members  of  a  K-12  Regional  Study  Task  Force  was  directed  j 
to  the  thorough  study  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  forming  a  K-12 
Regional  School  District,  and  to  the  amazement  of  many  the  voting  “i 
citizens  of  all  member  towns  voted  in  favor  of  proposed  amendments 
to  the  existing  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  Agreement  that  ; 

transferred  the  jurisdiction  of  the  education  of  our  Elementary 
School  children  from  separate  town  School  Conmittees  to  one  K-12 
Regional  School  District  Committee,  effective  July  1,  1985. 

Clearly  the  major  factor  influencing  the  voters  was  the  projected  : 

increases  in  State  Aid  to  be  forthcoming  as  a  result  of  the  switch 
to  one  K-12  Regional  School  District.  New  Braintree  was  also 
admitted  to  the  new  regional  structure  as  the  fifth  town  member. 

Worthy  of  note  here  is  the  particular  conditions  in  the  new  K-12 
Regional  Agreement  that  establishes  "Local  Affairs  Conmittees" 
in  each  of  the  member  towns  to  promote  and  preserve  local 
involvement  in  the  affairs  of  the  School  Committee.  It  remains  ; 

to  be  seen  if  the  intentions  of  such  an  advisory  structure  will 
indeed  be  exercised  by  the  citizens  of  the  five  conmunities  now 
making  up  the  K-12  Regional  School  District. 

As  the  1984-85  school  year  came  to  a  close,  a  new  fourteen 
member  K-12  Regional  School  District  Ccmmittee  and  its  superintendent 
tackled  a  variety  of  issues  and  problems  associated  with  the  new 
K-12  structure  and  the  transfer  of  decision-making  from  six  separate 
school  committees  to  one  school  committee.  The  1985-86  school 
year  will  undoubtedly  be  one  of  continued  adjustments  to  new 
organizational  and  management  system.  There  is  an  optimism  that 
greater  financial  aid  from  the  state  level  will  allow  our  schools 
to  maintain  and  possible  improve  the  programs  and  services  our 
youth  need  and  deserve. 
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We  have  been  confronted  with  very  serious  problems  of  teacher 
shortages  at  the  secondary  level,  particularly  in  the  areas  of 
math  and  science.  V/e  are  now  faced  with  the  lack  of  available 
teaching  candidates  coupled  with  a  low  salary  schedule  compared 
to  other  schools  in  our  area  with  whom  we  must  compete  for 
available  teachers.  No  sure  solution  to  this  increasing  problem 
is  insight  and  our  desire  to  elevate  standards  of  achievement 
and  focus  on  providing  high  quality  education  is  in  serious 
jeopardy. 

There  is  a  basis  for  optimism  however,  for  most  of  our 
classrocms  are  managed  by  well  qualified  and  highly  dedicated 
staff.  Our  parents  are  actively  involved  with  the  schools  and 
are  supportive  of  programs  and  services  provided  under  the 
direction  of  a  School  Committee  that  is  willing  and  able  to 
contribute  an  inordinate  amount  of  time  and  energy  to  the  pursuit 
of  quality  education.
